HF, Inhabitants of this parith, with the Elders, and with the ¢on- 
fent and concurrence of a refpectable number of the Heritors, ha- 
ving this day met, and being informed that attempts wore > 
fundry parts of this kingdom to procure a repeal of the Patronage Act,

and all the General Aflemblies fince 1712, have inftructe their oe 
miffioners every year to petition the legiflature in their name for — = 
of the faid aét, if a favourable opportunity’ thould offer.--3dly, ‘I a er 
though the pretended intention of the Patronage act was to prevent 
heats and divifions, yet by the experience of more than forty years, it 
has been found, that the faid act, and the violent proseedings of church 
judicatories in compliance with it, have cauled the grcatelt divifions e- 
ver known in the Church, and have driven from its communion fome 
hundreds of congregations of well-difpofed perfons, who Till profefs the 
principles of this Church, and are loyal fubjeéts to his Majefty.—4thly, 
That the faid aét, by vetting the election of minifters wholly in the pa- 
trons, has introduced a fervile and dependent fpirit_ among the clergy 











of this Church, fo that their votes and determinations are almoft en- 
tirely governed by the will of them patrons, or friends who procured 
their fettlement ; which tenders them very unfit guardians and reprefen- 
tatives of a free atid independent church.—sthly, 1 hat Patronage, by 
its very nature, gives opportunity for fimonical paétions betwixt the 
patron aud prefentce, or friends of hoth ; which unlawful traffick, | 
though condemned by the laws of all Chriftinn countries, can never be } 
prevented while Patronage is eftablithed.—6rhly, That if fome ftop is 
not put to thete deftruétive proceedings, which cannot be expeéted from 
General Ailemblies, who are the principal authors and promoters of | 
them, the members of this Church mutt foon be reduced to a very | 
contemptible number by that oppreifive ak. And this parith, with | 
many others, ca witnetS its arbitrary proceedings in a very fingu- | 
lar manner; for, when their paltor died, a petition was fent to the } 
Patron, defiring he would let them have a young man to be their mi- | 
nifter, who had been fome years their helper, and’ was agrecable to

By the Unirep States in Concress aflembled, O&. 4. 17826 

WHEREAS by the articles of confederation and perpetual 
union, the fole and exclufive right of making peace is velted in 
the United States in Congrefs aflembled ; and by the treaty of 
alliance between his Mott Chrittian Majefty and thefe United 
States, it is declared, that neither of the contracting parties thal 
conclude peace with Great Britain, without the confent of the 
other ; and the Minifters Plenipotentiaries of thefe United States 








| in Europe are veited with full power and authority, in their be- 
| half, and in concert with their allics, to negeciate and conclude 
| a general peace; neverthelefs it appears the Biisifh Court: {till 
| flatters itfelf with the vain hope of prevailing on the United 
| States to agree to fome terms of dependence upon Great-Bri- 
| tain, at leait to a feparate peace ; and theré is redfon to believe, 


that Commitlioners may be fent to America, to offer propofi- 
tions of that nature to the United States, or that fecret emiffa- 
ties may be employed to delude and deceivg. In order to ex- 
tinguith ill-founded hopes, to fruttrate infidious attempts, and 
to manifeit to the whole world the purity of the intentions, and 
the fixed and unalterable determination of the United States ; 
Refolved unanimoufly, Vhat Congrefs are fincerely defirous 
of an honourable and permanent peace: that as the only means 


of obtaining, it, they will inviolably adhere to the treaty of alli- 
| ance with his Mott Chriftian Majeity, and conclude neither a 


feparate peace nor truce with Great Britain ; that they will 
profecute the war with vigour, until, by the blefling of God on 
the united arms, a peace thall be happily accomplithed, by which 
the full and abfolute fovereignty and independence of thefe Uni- 
ted States having been duly affured, their rights and interefts, 
as well as thofe of their allies, thall be effectually provided for 
and fecured. 

The Congrefs will not enter into the difcuflion of any over- 
tures for pacification, but in confidence and in concert with his 
Mott Chriftian Majetty. 

That to guard againit the fecret artifices and machinations 
of the enemy, it be, and hereby is, recommended to the refpec- 
tive States, to be vigilant and active in detecting and feizing all 
Britifh emiiiaries and {pies, that they may be brought to con- 
dign puoifhment: that it may be enjoined on all officers of de- 
partments, charged with perfons coming from the enemy, un- 
der the protection of Hags of truce, to take fpecial care that fach 
perfons do not abufe their privileges, but be rettrained from all 
intercourfe with the country and inhabitants, which is not ne 
ceffary for tranfacting the public. bafinefs on which they may be 
fent: and, lattly, it.is recommended to the feveral States, that 
no fabjects of his Britannic Majetty, coming directly or indi- 
rectly from any part of the Britith domivions, be admitted into 
any of the United States during the war. 

‘Ordered, That. the Honourable the Mimifter Plenipotentiary 
of France be furnifhed with a copy of the above ag; and that 
copies be tranfmitted to the Miniiters of thefe States at foreign 
Courts, and that it be publifhed.

New York, OF. 4. The Pennfylvania packet of Seprember 
26. fays, “ This fummmer’s drought, which has been the great- 
eft ever known here, has fo dried the cedar fwamps in New 
Jerfey, as to render them conibuttible. One of them has. un- 
fortunately taken fire, and a ftately foreft, of the extent of a- 
bove 20 miles in length, and from eight to ten in breadth, ‘has 
been confumed root and branch. It is faid, the fire bas penes 
trated from ihx to ten feet below the furface of the ground, and 
mocks ali ateempts to extingnith it. Some think it is probable 
that it will finally extend from oar river to the fea-thore.” 

New York, 02.7. The Pennfylvania Gazette of O&ober 1. 
contains the following adgertifement: « Boflon, Augutt 31. 
The thip of the line the Fantafque, belonging to his Moft ch 1 
{tian Majeity, being at this ume unneceffary for fervicds ‘is to 
be let, with her appurtenances, rigging, and tackling, as fhe 
now fics in the river of Providence. “I'he Confal General of 
France, refiding in Botton, will receive any reafonable propofi- 
tion on that head.”? 

From the Jamaica Gazetrr 

Kingfon, Fly 27. On Thurfday came to af anchor in 
the harbour of Port-Royal, his Majelty’s thips Alarm, Cap- 
tain Cotton, and Prefton, Leflic, with three prizes ; the pris 
foners taken in the prizes infurm, that 7000 Spanith tuops 
were at Cape Nichola Mole, and that an epidentic diftemper 
raged among them with fuch violence that they buried 200 in 
a day. 

Kingflon, Aug. 10. On Wednefday the following veffels 
friled from Port-Royal op a fecret expedition : bis Majeity’s 
thips Pretton, of go guns; Actron, 443; Diamond, 36; A- 
larm, 325 Refource, 28, Tobago, 18; Jamaica, 16; Du 
Guay ‘Trouin, 16; and an armed fchooner agd loop. With 
the above fquadron failed two or three tranfports, having on 
board a part of Major Odell’s corps of Loyal American Ran- 
gers. 

Kingfion, dug. 15. Captain Perkins reconnoitred the Cape 
Jaft week, and difcovered two thips of the line and three fri- 
gates. By a fchooner which he made a prize of during his 
cruize, he learned that the mortality amongit the troops in 
Hifpaniola has not relaxed; amazing numbers’as well at Port 
au Prince as at Cape Francois, dying daily. 

Kingficn, Sept. 19. His Majetty’s thip Princefs Caroline, 
Hugh Bromedge, Efq; commander, on her paflage from this 
ifland to Georgia, fell in with a French 44 gun thip, and 
made a prize of her; but meeting with a gale of wind off the 
mouth of the T'ybee, the overfet, and the people on board her, 


excepting 10 men (taken up by the. New. Bleilingy Capt. Cra- 
ven) perifhed. 





TRIAL or GENERAL MURRAY. 
[Continued from our laf.) 
THIRD DAY, Thurflay, November 14. 

THE Court having taken theif feats at half paft ten o’clack, M 
Harris, who had the tuperintendance of the naval yard at Minorca, at 
tended with two office-books, in which fuch letters as pafled, in re- 
lation to the duties of his charge, were copied. 

‘Thete writings being read, a clerk from Mr Seeretary Townthend’s 
office Was then called in, who produced a letter of General Murray's 
to Sir Horace Mann, dated the day of the Spaniards landing on the 
iland. ‘his letter was read, but having no relation to Sir William's 
charge, was returned to the perfon who brought it. A Major of the 
sit regiment Was then examined, to prove that part of the sth arti-: 
cle, which aecufes the General with omitting to ftation veflels to pre+ 
vent their rapid approach to Mahon, fo that the troops retired to the 
garriton with great confufion, lofs, and difgrace.. He depofed to the 
lofs of the regimental baggage, on the detcent of the Spaniards. But 
being interrogated by General Murray, declared, that he had Manding 
orders from his Excellency, long -prior tothe invafion, to hold himtelf 
and the srit regimeat (of which he then had the command), in rea- 
dine!s at a moment's warning to maich into the garrifon of Fort St 
Philip on the firft appearance of the enemy, and to bring away the 
baggage and ttores, if he could perform fitch a fervice with fafety. 

Dr George Monro was next examined on the fame head. | Sir Wil- 
liam enquired of him, what he lett by the enemy's taking pofleflion of 
Mahon? ** My all-scvery thing, (:aid the Doctor) but my fhirt.”— 
Were not all the medicines loft? No.°° Was not fome part of them ? 
No. Was it not urged by you as one reaton for the furrender of the 
garrifon, that there was a failure of the medicinal ftores? No. Here 
Sir William ceafed to interrogate him. 

The fixth article was next adverted to, which ttates, “ ‘That the Gee 
neral fullered the enemy to garry on a fap, and erect their batteries 
behind tome weak ftone walls, although it was obvious, that a proper 
and vigosous exertion of artillery, would cither have prevented, or at 
leaft greatly retarded, their approaches and conftruétion.” Major 
Byuce was the firft evidence Sir William caHed in proof of. this allega- 
tion, ‘The Major faid, that the déttance of the batteries in quettion 
from the garrifon might, at their neare(t approach, be about 600 
yards; that they extended from Stanhope’s Tower to Water Vower ; 
that thote where the enemy forted their firtt parallel were covered by 
a masking wall in front of the garrifon; that the enemy began to 
throw up their works foon after their landing ; that the head of what 
was called a fap (but to which he could not give that denomination) 
rote on the fide of the above wall which fronted the garritun ; as to its 
tail, he could not tell where it was fituate, as it was concealed by the 
wall; that the fire trom the garrifon upon the enemy, while they were 
throwing up thelr works, and partic: larly the weak ftone wall alluded 
to, was frequently vigorous, at other times flack, and that, by the 
Gencral’s orders, the exertions of the artillery were fumetimes remit+ 
ted. On his crofs examination, the Colonel faid, that. the relaxation 


“caufed by thefe ordcrs was ewing-to the wanton abufe of the artillery, _ 


hy fume young officers, who, by their injudicioufly repeated charging 
and ditcharging the cannon, not only risked their own fafety, and the 
dettruétion of the pieces, but even did great detriment to the embra- 
dures of the garrifon, which were much weakened by ‘this’ mitconduét. 
He faid, the toil on which the batteries’ were eretted, was, for the 
mott part, rocky ; that the cnemy, notwithftanding, ufed pick-axes 
and fpades in the conttruction of their works; but that the batteri 
wete chiefly formed of fand bags: ‘hat as foon as the enemy weft 
perecived at work, although the fire bad been before flackened, it wag! 
then very tigoroufly renewed, though without any confiderable. effeaiay 


‘The Spanith workmen continued their labours, and the wall in ‘queria’ — 


ftion was by degrees erected, in defpite of all efforts of the garrifon 


prevent er retard the pregieds of it. Upon the wholc, he declardll eee 








2t, confidering all cireumflances, the moft vigorous exertions fo an- 
noy the enemy were made by the General. Being asked by Sir W. 
Draper, whether more aitillery could not have been mouated, and 
brought to play upon the enemy? He anfweved, that he believed fome 
more might, but that fuch an addition would have been of no great 
importaice. A member of the Coart having enquired, whether any 
part of the wall in queftion had been cregted previous to the inveiliture 
oft the iiland? he aniwered in the negative. 
addweed to the fime point, his teftimony went rether to confirm the 
charge. Indeed the Court aflented very cordially to the unfitnefs he 
fo frequently phaded, nor did Sir William much hefitate to join them. 
Upon which Captain D'Arcy was next called, who entered into a mi- 
nute defeription of the enemy’s linc ef batteries, their denominations, 
diftances, vlevations, &c. But as the hatter part of his examination 
vefpeéted the 7th article, we hall here clofe our account of this day's 
proceedings.

evidence, or any animadverfion thereon, until all the evidence 
given on both fides is clofed, and the-trial ended.

The General died without a will, and his eftate goes to 
the next of kin. He made a confiderable purchafe of land from 
the late Lord Fairfax, near Winchefter, in Virginia, before his 
death, which is faid to have been occafioned by exceflive drink- 
ing.

«“ We are informed, that the prorogation of Parliament, 
From the 26th inftant to the sth of next month, is not merely 
that of waiting the refule of the prefent megociation for peace 
between the powers at war, but to have an opportunity of fix- 
ing a determinate arrangement of Miniftry hefore the opening 
of the feflioas : For although a lift is handed to the Public of 
an alteration of the Miniftry, it will not, in all probability, take 
place until our political fyftem is known to be fixed on the 
principles of peace or war. - In the prefent vicifitudes of Go- 
verhnient, there will none be found to accept the reins from the 
hands of the prefent poffeffors. ‘The road of {tate muft be firtt 
tleared from thefe perplexities, fo as to admit the obje? of ei- 
ther peace or war to be clearly feen by the charioteers of Ad- 
miniftration: And when peace or war is determined, the ar- 
rangement will be far different from what is now before the 
Public. 

‘« Lord Rodney has accepted of the compliment of his invi- 
tatiun as from the city, when it was. only that of fome of the 
particular perfons who compofed the Committee appointed by 
the Court of Aldermen to deterinine, whether his Lordthip 
fhould be prefented with the freedom or not; for the refult 
was, that it was rejected by the whole, although it is now a- 
dopted by the few at their own: particular expence. This is 
the reafon that his Lordthip is entertained at the London Ta- 
vern, when he would otherwife have been entertained at the 
Manlion Houfe, and confequently at the general expence of the 
city. However, we cannot bat applaud the policy and grati- 
tude of thefe few citizens, while we reprobate the indignity of- 
fered his Lordfhip by the whole Committee, in rejecting a pro- 
pofition that was due to the fignal fervices his Lordthip has ef- 
fected to their prefent and, perhaps, future poffefhons in the 
‘Welt Indies.
